Passengers and trainm en saw 
droves of cattle buried to th tir beads iu 
tbe snow aud hardly a cow was to bo 
seen elsewhere. 
i t is evident that many 
are entirely covered, and th at most of 
those th at were seen will perish; in fact, 
all except those few thBt may bo found 
and dug out by the email forces available 
for th at purpose, will be lost. 
The loas 
of slock will be something appalling. The 
storm covered ihe entire eastern range of 
the Rocky mountains, from the British 
line to New Mexico. East of those points 
no damage was doue. Unless the stories 
are exaggerated, not less thaa 25 per 
cent, of all the cattle on tho range are 
wiped out.

T hus it pro­ 
poses to call thü retail butchers to its 
side by purchasing evi ry thop in New 
Y ork for cash, by making its proprietor 
a stockholder in tbe company, ai d re ­ 
taining him as manager of tho business.

was not considered a t present. 
Inter­ 
views w ith leading wholesale butchere 
are given. 
They are generally of the 
opinion th a t the plau won’t w ork. They 
say th at it will take about twenty 
millions to begin lo buy all the retail 
stores. 
This will not give the company 
till the trade, as its meat is not equal in 
quality to city dressed, end opposition 
shops will spring up all around those of 
the syndicate. 
Managers of the Chicago 
dressed beef houses do not think much 
of the scheme.
